LATE NEWS FROM CHICAGO 



The moving picture of President 
Boosevelt's hunting trip will not be seen in 
pnbllc unless the secret service men clienge 
tiielr minds and reinove tbe embargo on ita 
exhibition. By direct orders of th*- President 
the picture has been suppressed after one of tbe 
most expensive, as well aa most sncceasfol 
negatives baa been made. Tbe objection to the 
picttire was not its accuracy, bat tbe fact that 
a youig woman, wearing short skirts and riding 
astride, "butted in" the picture, and her ap- 
pearance on the screen in company with tbe 
President and hia two oompanlona ia decidedly 
objectionable to the executive. 

The negative was made in the moun- 
tains weet of Glenwood Hot Springs. Col., by H. 
B. Bnckwalter, of Denver, we s te r n agent ot tbe 
Sells Polyscope Co., only after expteaa pennls- 
aion bad i>een secured from Secretary Lceb and 
the President personally. Every moving picture 
and stereoacopie concern in the country bad not 
only sought thla permission, but brlt>es were 
offered Jake Borah and John Goff. tbe Preal- 
dent's guides, if arrangements could be made 
to smuggle in a camera operator. The ranch- 
men and cowlK>ys heard of this offer and took 
great pleasnre in anticipating wtiat would bap- 
pen It a camera operator left the raUroad camp. 
So atrlct waa thla rule about persona going into 
the mountains that even the newspaper men 
attached to the President's peraanal party were 
not permitted to leave the hotel to go out oo the 
road to meet Mr. Roosevelt. Two of them did 
start, however, and to this violation of instruc- 
tions is blamed the trouble. They took with 
them MIfs Oertmile Dimn nf Glenwood Springs, 
who had been very attentive to the strangera 
during the month of idienesa. Tbe associated 
press man offered Miss Dunn hia borae to ride 
with the President, and Miss Doim immediately 
annexed herself to the party and got Into nearly 
every picture made of the hnntera. A thoosand 
or more plates were snapped along the road, and, 
with few exceptions, tbey all got the woman in 
view, and the next day the secret service men 
ordered the plates destroyed, or so fixed that 
Miss Dunn's face conld not be seen. Then the

Several carnival eompanlea 
arc booked for varlona datea wltb a certainty 
of winning big money. Tbe Floto Shows Jnat 
dosed to capacity boiineas and the Gaskin 
Co. Is likewise turning away a few dollars. At 
least two more outdoor theatrea and vaotle- 
vUle places are to open trp Immediately after 
the yonrth ot Jnly, and they win draw enough 

from tourists to make mon«y even If not a single 
Denverite goes up to the ticket window. At

OLD TIME MANAGER DEAD ]<BELASCO THEATRE FOR LONDON 



Pierce L. Jarvis. twenty years ago 
one of the best known theatrical man- 
agen la this coontiTt in .irtdoli capacity 
he niade and hMt several fortanes. 
died Saturday, June 34, at the home of 
his sister. Miss MllUcent L. JarN-ls, No. 
1S3 Lafayette avenue, Brookl>-n, witb 
whom he had been making his home 
for some time past. He was stricken 
with pieuro-pnenmonla.. on Monday and 
Ungered imtU Satvifdair. 

Pierce L. Jarvis was born In Brook- 
lyn. July 9, 1847. making him nearly 
llfty-eight years of age at the time 
of his death. Twenty years ago he 
was known to almost every manager 
In this oountzy and Canada. He was 
associated at one time with A M. Pal- 
mer and Augustin Daly, and managed 
some of tbe highest classed companies 
ever sent out from New York.
